— of his tranſlation, the Right honorable Sir Hen- 
ry Sidney Lord Preſident of Wales (whoſe diſpoſition 
is rather to ſeele after the antiquities, and the weale pu- 
blike of thoſe countries which he gouerneth, than to 
obtaine lands and reuenewes within the ſame, for I 
know not one foote of land that hee hath either in 
VVales or Ireland) had lieng by him a great while, and 
being deſirous to haue the ſameſer out in print, ſent for 
me in September laſt, requeſting me to peruſe and cor- 
rect it, in ſuch ſort as it might be committed to the 
reſſe.

uing ſo manic monuments of antiquitie to de 
teſtiſie the ſame, if anie would take the paines to open 
and diſcouer them to the ve of the world. 

The ſecond thing that moouedme therevnto, is the 
ſlanderous report of ſuch writers, as in their bookes do 
inforce euerie thing that is done by the VWelſhmen to 
their diſcredit, leauing out all the cauſes and circum- 
ſtances of the ſame: which doo moſt commonlie not 
onelie eleuate or diſſemble all the iniuries and wrongs 
offered and done to the Welſhmen, but alſo conceale 
or deface all the actes worthie of commendation at- 
chieued by them. Search the common Chronicles 
touching the Welſhmen, and commonlie thon fhalt 
find that the King ſendeth ſome noble man or other 
with an armie to Wales, to withſtand the rebellious at- 
tempts, the — ſtomachs, the preſumptuous pride, 
ſtirre, trouble and rebellion of the fierce, vnquiet, cra- 
king, fickle and vnconſtant Welſhmen, and no open 
fact laid downe to — — withall, why warre 
ſhould be leuied againſt them, nor yet they ſwaruing a- 
brod out of their owne countrie to trouble other men. 
Now this hiſtorie dooth ſhew the cauſe and circum- 
ſtances of moſt ofthoſe warres, whereby the qualitie of 
the action may be iudged. And certeinlie no man is an 
indifferent witneſſe againſt him whom lie counteth his 
enimie or aduerſarie, for euill will neuer ſpeaketh well. 
The Welſhmen were by the Saxons and Normans 
counted enimiee, before the twelfth yeare of Edward

ſelues: and aſterward, hen king Edward had 


ſion of thoſe parentheſeis an 


the countrie to his ſubiection, he placed Engliſh offi- 
cers to keepe them vnder, to whome moſt common- 
lie he gaue the forfaits and poſſeſſions of ſuch Welſh- 


men as diſobeied his lawes, and refuſed to be ruled by 
the ſaid officers: the like did the other Kings that came 


after him. The ſaid officers were thought oftentimes 
to be ouer - ſeuere and rigorous for their owne profit & 


commoditie: which things cauſed the people often to 
diſobeie, & manie times hike deſperate men to ſeeke re- 
— —— hauing thoſe for their iudges which were 
made by their ouerthrow, and alſo wanting indifferen- 
cie in their cauſes and matters of griefes: for the Kings 
alwaies countenanced and beleeued their one off 

cers, by them preferred and put in truſt, before their ac- 
cuſers, whom they liked not of. Wherevponthe in- 
habitants of England fauoring their countriengen and 
freends, reported not the beſt ofthe VVelſhmer® This 
hatred 5 was ſo increaſed by the ſtirre and 
rebellion of Owen Glyndoure, that it brought foorth 


- 


ſuch _ lawes, as few Chriſtian kings euer gaue 


or publiſhed the like to their ſubiects. Theſe things be- 
ing ſo, anie man may eaſilie — the verie occa- 

briefenotes of rebellion 
and troubles obiected to the Welſhmen, without ope- 
ning of — or * of —— : 

e Normans hauing conquered England, and got- 
tenall the lands of —— nobilitie, would faine 
haue had the lands of the Welſhmen alſo, wherevpon 
diuers of them entred Wales with an armie, ſo that 
the VVelſhmen were driuen for their one defenſe to 
put themſelues in armour: for the which fact they 


are by ſome writers accuſed of rebellion, wheras by the

them̃ to anie countrie in V Vales? By what reaſon was it 
more lawfullfar thoſe men to diſpoſſeſſe them of theſe 
countries with violence and wrong, than for them to 
defend and keepe their one? Shalla man be charged 
with diſobedience, becauſe he ſeekettr ro keepe his 


purſe from him that would robbe him? I meane not 


y this to charge thoſe Noble men, which wan theſe 
countries by the ford: but Lſpeałe it to note the par- 
cial dealing of the writers & ſetters foorth of thoſe hi- 
ſtories, that ſhould haue reported things indifferentlie, 
as they were done, and laid downe the cauſes and cir- 
cumſtances of euetie action ttuelie, who being altogi= 
ther parciall, fauoring the one fide & hating the other; 
do pronoun ofthe — their private af- 
tections,condeimning oftentimes the innocent, and iu- 
ſtifieng the wrong doer s. if | 

Theſe conſiderations I ſaie, beſides my bounden du- 
ty, cauſed me to venture totale this thing in hand. The 
tranſlation of H.Lhoyd L haue conferred with the Bry- 
tiſh booke;wher d to ancient copies, and cor- 
rected the ame, when there was cauſe foro doo.

Virunnius, Polydor Virgil, Io. Leyland, Io. Bale, I. Priſe, 
Matthew Parker, Io. Caius, VVilliam Lambert, and all 
the Engliſh Chronicles printed. In written hand I had 
Gildas Sapiens alia Nennius, Henrie Huntington, 
VVilliam Malmsbury, Marianus Scorus, Ralph Cog- 
ſhall, Io. Euerſden, Nicholas Triuet, Florentius Vigor- 
nienſis, Simon of Durham, Roger Houedon, and other 
which remaine in the cuſtodie of I. Stowe citizen of 
London, who deſerueth comendation for getting togi- 
ther the ancient writers of the hiſtories ofthis land. I 
had alſo the * of petegrees. I. Caſtoreus, & 
Sylueſter Giral. Cambrenſis, which with diuers other

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Or as much as it is 
neceſſarie for the ynder- 
ſtanding of this hiſtorie, to 
knowe the perfect deſcrip- 
tion of the countrie of 
Wales, to the end the acts 
atchiued and dene in the 
© ſame may be the better 
knowne; 1 thought god 
7 ſomewhat to trauell there- 
iin, and ſo tolaic downe the 
D /7d fame as it was in thoſe 

— * daijes, and as it is now: that 
the reader by conference of both times may the better vnder- 
ſtand this worke. Therefore after the three ſonnes of Brutus 
had diuided the whole Ile of Brytaine into three parts; that 
part conteined wichin the French ſeas, with the riuers of Sea- 
uerne (called in Brytiſh #afren) Dee and Humber, fell to the 
eldeſt ſonne Zerimu, which was after his name called Heger; 
which name it hath in the Brytiſh tcong to this daie, and in 
Engliſh now it is called England, and is auginented North- 
A.j. - ward, 
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ward to theriuer Tweed. The ſecond ſonne Allanactus had 
all the land Northward from Humber to the ſea Orkney, cal- 
led in che Brytiſn rong Aer Werydb, and in Latine Mare Ca- 
ledanicum. The third ſonne Camber had to his part all that which 
remained vndiuided, lieng within the Spaniſh and Iriſh ſeas, 
and ſeparated from England, with the riuers Seauerne and 
Dee, and thispartwas after his name called Cambria, and the 
inhabitants thereof Camby, and their language Camberaec, and 
ſo are at this daie. So that they haue kept che ſame countrie 
and language this 2690. and odde yeares, without commixti- 
on with anie other nation, eſpeciallie in North wales, as it ſhall 
hereafter appeare. 

And bicauſe the name ofthis countrie is changed, or rather 
miſtaken by the inhabitants of England, and not by them cal- 
led Cambry, but Wales: I thinke it neceſſarie to declare the 
occaſion thereof, which is, that where the Saxons a people of 
Gcrmanie were the firſt, that after the Brytaines inhabited 
and ruled the greateſt part of dus Ile, & droue the Brytains to 
that corner, which according to che maner of their countrie 
they called Wales, and the people Welſhmen , andthe toon 
Welſh, chat is to ſaie Strange, or not of them 4-3" EW 
For at this daie the inhabitants ofthe lowe countries call their 
next neighbours language of Henegaw, or other. that ſpeake 
French, Walſh, as a language tothem vnknowne ., Likewiſe 
che dw lers of Tyroll & other the higher countries of Germa- 
nie doo name che Italian cheir next neighbour a Welſhman, 
and his language Walſh. And this is an cuident prœfe, chat 
they which harped vpon a Queene Gwalaes, and of a Prince 
ada (of whom neither Brytiſn, Latine, nor Engliſh hiſtoric 
maketh mention) were fowlie deceiued: and ſo likewiſe was 
2 great hiſtoriographer of late daies, which ſaich, that it was 
called F alia, quai Italia, bicauſe the reſt of the Romans which 
remained in the Ile were driuen chicher. Neither is this anie 
new invention, although Tohdae Angil with an 1tahan brag 
dooth glorie himſelfeto be the firſt that eſpied it out, for diuers 
ancient writers doo alledge the fame cauſe of the name of 

Wales, 
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Wales, of whom Syluefter Giruldus is one, who wrote in the time 
of Henrie the ſecond after the conqueſt, before 380. yeares 
paſſed : which isan euident token, that the ſaid Pohaore did ei- 
ther neuer ſee nor read the ancient hiſtories of this realme, or 
diſſemblech the ſame to the aduancement and praiſe of him- 
ſelfe and his countrie : which to the learned and indifferent 
reader ſhall appeare to be the onelie occaſion he rake that 
worke in hand, forall his booke redoundeth onlie tothe praiſe 
and honour of the Romans, as well ſpirituall as temporall, 
and to blaſe forth their acts and deeds within this realme : and 
vpon the other part dœth eicher openlie ſlaunder, or — riui- 
lie extenuate, or ſhametullic denic the martiall proweſſe and 
noble acts, as well of Saxons, Danes, and Normans, as ofthe 
Brytains, all inhahiters of this Ile. Which thing he that liſt to 
pftedue, let him read and conferre Ceſars Commentaries, Cor- 

nelius Tacitus, Herodianws, and other ancient writers, as well in 
Latine as in Greeke, with his worke, As for the ancient wri= 
ters ofthe Brytiſn hiftorie, as the Bryriſh chronicle, the hiſto- 
rie of Gildze, Tonticus Yerunmm, yea the golden worke of Ma- 
thew Pars moonke of Saint Albon, which wrote from ->illam 
Baſtard; to the laſt yeares of Henrie the third; I dare well faiche 
neuer ſawe chem, chey be in diuers places to be had, ſo chat the 
truth may be eaſilie prooued . To make an end I ſaie, that he 
being firſt æ ſtraunger borne, and alſo ignorant as well in the 
hiſt ories of this realme, as of thoſe toongs and languages her- 
in the ſame were written, could neuer ſet fœorth the true and 
perfect Chronicle ofthe ſame, But he hauing a good grace and 
a pleaſant ſtile in the Latine toong, and finding himſelſe in a 
countrie where euerie man either lacked knowledge or ſpirit 
to ſet forth the hiſtorie oftheir owne countrie,tooke this enter- 
priſe in hand, to their great ſname, and no leſſe diſpraiſe, bi- 
cauſe he a blind leader ſnall dra we a great number of vndiſ- 
creet and raſh folo wers, as well Geographers and Co - 
phers,as Chroniclers and Hiſtoriographers, tothe darke pit of 
ignorance, where leaue them at this time, remitting che rea- 
er to the apologie ofSir Jahn Proſe knight, and his Bryriſh hi-

here I cannot paſſe ouer what one of the 
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Rorie, written by him of purpoſe againſt the enuious reports 
and ſlaunderous taunts of the ſaid Polydor, where he ſhall ſee 
2 great number ofhis errors confuted at large. And to returne 
to my former matter ofthe name of Wales,which name to be 
iuen of late by a ſtraunge nation may be otherwiſe prooued : 
55 the Welſhmen themſelues doo not vnderſtand what theſe 
words V Vales and Welſh doo ſignifie, nor know anie other 
name oftheir countrie or chemſelues but Cambry, nor of their 
language but Cambraec,whidh is as much to ſaie as Camberslan- 
guage or ſpecch, Solikewile they know not what England or 
ngliſh meaneth, but commonlie they call the countric A- 


A locrino. ger, the Engliſhmen $ay/on, and the Engliſh toong $4y/onaec. 


Which is an euident token that this is the ſame language 
which the Brytaines ſpake atthe beginning : for the works of 
Merdhyn and of Taligſin, who wrote aboue 1000, yeares paſt, 
are almoſt the ſame words which they vſe at this daie, or at the 
leaſt eaſie tobe vnderſtanded of euerie one which knoweth 
perfectlie the Welſh tœng, eſpeciallie in Northwales. 

Beſide this, where at this daie, there doo remaine three rem - 
nants of che Brytaines, diuided euerie one from other, with 
the ſeas which are in Wales, Corne wall (called in Brytiſh Cer- 
2%) and little Brytai ne, yet almoſt all the particular words of 
theſe three people are all one, although in pronunciation and 
writing of che — they differ ſomewhat, which is no 
maruell, ſeeing that the pronunciation in one realme is often 
ſo diuers, chat the one can ſcant vnderſtand the other. But it is 
rather awonder,that the Welſhmen being ſeparated fromthe 
Corniſh, well nigh thefe goo. yeares, and the Brytaines from 
eicher of them 290, yeares before that, and hauing ſmall traf- 
fike or concourſe togither ſichence that time, haue ſtill kept 
their owne Brytiſh tong. They are not therefore to be credi- 
ted which denie the Welſhto be the old 7 8 toong . And 

e fine Chroniclers 
wrote of late, of the name of Brytaine, affirming that it ſhould 
be ſo called of Brytaine in France, as che elder of that name. 
But ſurelie he had either neuer ſeene Pralomie nor Ceſar, nor

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anic ocher ancient vrriter, or read them withſmall iudgemen 
and memorie. For there he might haue learned, hat w en this 
land was called Brat he other was called e Now ,, 
in Aaximm time, Conan àreriadec was the firſt that gaue it that ;; A. Pe. . 
name, & inhabited it wich Brytaines out of this Ile. Other de- 
riuations of theſe words Ita and.-Alliam, out of Greeke & 
Latine, I am aſhamed to rehearſe;for to ſuch errors deo they 
commonlie fall, that either puffed vp with vaine glorie of their 
owne wits, or pinched with deſpite and enuie at other mens 
works; or blinded with ignorance, do go about to write'& ſer 
forth anie hiſtorie or chronicle. Bur paſſing ouer his tharter 
vntill an other time, I will teturne to the deſcription of Wales; The mec. 
which(as I ſaid) was of old time compaſſed almoſt about with — | 
the Triſh ſeas, & the rivers Dee and Seauerne; although after- 
wards the Saxons wan by force from the Bryraines all che 

laine and champion countrie ouer the fuers, and ſpecial- 
Woking of Mercia, who made a ditch of a great breadthratid 
depth, to be a meare betwixt his kingdome and Wales, vic 
dich began at the riuer Dee, by erke betweene

6. or 7. in breadth, as the hils ei- 
ther dra we inward togither, ot back ward aſunder, which high 
hils doo incloſe it on the Eaſt, Weſt, and South parts, and 
Northward the ſea, It is plentifull of cattell, fiſh, and foyle: 
corne, hey, graſſe, and wood, and diuided along in the id-

> Yhilar,Elwy,and a great number of other riuers from the hils. 
In this vallie two miles from the ſea, is the towne and caſtell 
of xuthlar, where ſometimes a parliament hath beene kept.

In this 
part and in the lordſhips marching to it, which although at the 
time of this diuiſion, which was in the time ef the laſt prince, 
were not in his ſubiection, yet to this daie ſpeake Welſh, and 
are called Wales, and in theſe comots are theſe towues and 
caſtels. Mountgomerie called in Welſh Zreuald wyn, a pretie 
towne and a faire caſtell. The caſtell of Clunn called Colamwy, 
vchich is the Barles of Arundell . The towne of Knighton, in 
Welſh 7reflawd. The caſtell of Cymaron. Preſteyn in Welſh 
Ihanandras. The towne and caſtell of Radnor, in Welſh Mae- 
Huet, at this daie the ſhire towne, The towne of Kynqzton and 
the caſtell of Huntingdon, called in Welſh 7 caftelh 24ayn, 
which were the Bohunes Earles of Hereford, and after the dukes 
of Buckingham. Caſtell Payne, Haye, Jhanuar in Buethr. 
Theſe lordſhips with Brechnock and Abergeuennie, were be- 
longing to the 3ruſes lords of Brechnock , and after came di- 
uers times, and by ſundrie meanes to the Bobwnes, Neueli, and 
Mortimers. And ſo( as I haue rehearſed)in this territorie or king- 
dome were found 14. Cantreds, and 40. comots. Two of 
theſe parts, hich are P and Gwyneth, are at this daie called 
North wales, and diuided into ſixe ſnires. Mon called Angle- 
ſey, Caernaruon, Merionych, Denbigh, Flynt, and Mountgo- 
merie ſhire, and are all on the Northſide Seauerne, ſauing a 
peece of Mountgomerie ſhire. 

And here Ithinke it good to let the reader vnderſtand what 
the Brytiſn chronicle Ch ofNonhwales which affirmeth chat 
three times it came by inheritance to women, Firſt to Stra- 
d wen, daughter to Caduu ap Conan ap Endaf, and wife to Cel 
Godeloc, mother to Cenaw, Dyvyr and G wl. The ſecond time 
tothe ſame Gwaw wife to Edeyrn ap Padarn, and mother to Cu- 


netha Medic: which Cunetha inhabiting in the North parts of 
England, 
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England, about the yeare 540. after the incarnation of Chriſt, 
and hearing how the mingled nations of Iriſh Scots, and 
Pictes, had ouer runne the ſea ſhore of Caerdigan, which was 
part of his inheritance, ſent his ſonnes thither to enioie their 
inheritance, of the which Tiliaon his eldeſt ſonne died in Man, 
which land the ſaid Iriſh Scots had wonne . For Gilda faith, 
that of the children of Glam Hector, which peopled a great part 
of Ireland,?/#oeth with his people inhabited Dalrienda, which 
is a part of Scotland: puke with his people came to Man. But 
I thinke it god to put in Gildss words, which ſaith: Iullte cum 
fills ſuis inhabitauit Enboruam inſulam vulgo A ana w, qu æ eſt in medi- 
tullio mars inter Hybermam & Brytantam ; that is to ſaie, Builke 
with his children inhabited the Ile Eubonia, commonlie A- 
nam for ſo it was and is named in Brytiſh) which lieth in the 
middle of the ſea, betweene Ireland and Brytaine . This was 
not called Mona,as Polydor faineth. The children of Zethown in- 
habited Hemetia, which is Southwales, with Gr and Cydwelz, 
till they were chaſed thence by the children of C#nerha. Thus 
farre Gildu. Therefore the ſonnes of Cunetha, being arti- 
ued in Northwales = well I thinke being driuen by the 
Saxons,as for their inheritance) diuided the countrie betwixt 
them.

In his time was the famous clerke and great wiſeman Tali- 
ein Ben Berrdh,chat is to ſaie, the cheefeſt ofthe Beirdh or wiſe- 
men: for this word Buh in Ceſars time, ſignifftillas Bucan bea- 
reth witnes) ſuch as had knowledge of things tõ come, and ſo 
it ſignifieth at this daie. This Aaelgon had a ſonne called Aun, 


in whoſe tine the Saxons inuited Cu mond into Brytaine from fe 
Ireland, who had come thither from Affrile, ho with the Sax- the hift pa. 


ons was the vtter deſtruction of the Brytaines, and ſlew all 
that profeſſed Chriſt, and was the firſt that droue them ouer 
Seauerne.

By this you may vnderſtand, that Northwales hath becne a 
great while beet ſeate of the laſt kings of Brytaine, bi- 
cauſe it was art is the ſtrongeſt countrie within this Ile, full of 
high mountaines,craggierocks, great woods, and deepe yal- 
lies, ſtrait and dangerous places, deepe and ſwift riuers , as 
Dudu which ſpringeth in the hils of Merionyth, and runneth 
Northweſt through Ao, and by 2achynlaeth, and fo the 
ſea at Aberdyu,diuiding North and Southwales a ſunder. Dee 
called in Welſh Hau, ſpringing alſo in the other fide of 
the ſame hils,runneth Eaſt through Penlhyn and the lake Tegyd, 
downe to Corwenand thangolhen , betweene Chirkeland and 
Bromefield, where it boweth Northw/ ard toward Bangor, to 
the Holt, and to Cheſter, and thence Northweſt to Flynt ca- 
ſell, and ſo to the ſea. 

There is alſo Conwey, rifing likewiſe in Merionyth ſhire, 
and diuiding Caernaruon from Denbigh ſhire , runneth vn- 
e Northeaſt, by the towne of Aberconwey to 
the ſea. 

Alſo Clwyd, which riſing in Denbigh land, runneth downe 
toRuthyn,and plaine North, not farre fromDenbigh to Saint 
Aſaph, and ſo by Ruthlan and to the ſea. There be manie o- 
cker faire riuers, of which ſome runne to the ſea, as Mar at 
Traethmavr, and Amon y Saint at Caernaruon, and other that 
runne to Seauerne, as Murnwy in PoWys, and to Murnwy Tauat;

Concerning the wozds of the Eagle at the building of Caer Gf ride 
Septon in Mount Paladour in the time ot Rudhudibras, in cf. 


che peare aſter the creation ot᷑ the wozld, 3048. ſome thinke 
that an Eagle did then ſpeake t pzopheſie. Other are of o⸗ 
pinion, that it was a Brytaine named Aquila that pzopheſis 
ed or theſe things, of the recouerie of the vhole Ile againe 
by! the Brytaines, bzinging with them the bones of Cad wa- 
lader from Rome, as in the ſaid pzopheſies is to be ſcene. 
By theſc toies and fables, men maplearne vhat follie and 
vanitie the wit of man, being not ſtaied and directed by 
thewozd of God, is pꝛone and ſubied vnto, And certaine 
it is, that the ſimple and ignoꝛant haue bin in all ages de- 
luded and bꝛought to great erroꝛs and blindnes by the pꝛa⸗ 
ciſe of ſathan, with theſe fained reuelations, falſe pꝛophe⸗ 
fies , and ſuperſtitious dzeames of hypocrites and lewd 
perſons: vhcreofas it is manifeft in hiſtozies)much bloud⸗ 
ſhead t miſchiefe hath enſued, and manie relieng vpon the 
ſame, haue bene vtterlie onerthzowne and periſhed. Uliſe 
men therefoze will neuer regard oz eſfeme ſuch things. 
Alan therefoze counſelled Cadwalader to fulfill 
the willof God, who did ſo, and taking his iour⸗ 
nie to Rome, liued a Fares in Hove 
rm Jle,wt theout

Alter the departure of Cadwaladeroutofthcland,the Bry- 


taines were gouerned within the countrie of Wales oꝛ 
Cambria by thoſe men, vhereof this hiſtoꝛie following doth 
intreate, uhich were commonlie calledKings of firh p:o- | 
ninces and countries as they poſſeſſed, vntill the time of

But this 
opinion ſæmeth to varie fromthe aſſertion of Bernardus 
Guidonius, But certainelie in mine opinion it is moze 
pꝛobable that this Cedwall was Edwal the ſonne of Cad- 
walader, foz the name Edoal, ich in the ancient Bꝛytiſh 
copie is wꝛitten Etoal, may well agre& with that fhich 
Guidonius waiteth; and an eaſie matter it were eſpectallie 
in pꝛoper names foꝛ the C. capitall tocrepe in, vhich is ab 
moſt all one with that character vhich the Lawyers do call 
a paraph, and is vſed commonlie in all old text hands at 
the beginning of periods oz ſections.

in him ended vholie that ancient kingdome of the Bry- 
taines, ſhich continued in a maner longer than anie other, 
from Helie ſhe pꝛieſt to this time, by the ſpace of 18 2 5. 
peares. 

Further, it is not like that Iuor comming to the aid of Ed- 
wal his couſen, would euer ſeke the kingdome to him⸗ 
ſelfe and defeate the righthcire:but verie well it may be (if 
this Iuor be that man vhome the Saxon waiters call Inas 
oz Tue) after theſe Brytaines had arriued in the ſonth part 
of this realme, and fought diuers times wich the Saxon 
kings, and continued in Cornewall, Deuonſhire, and So- 
merſetſhire by the ſpace of two peares, that they ſhould af 
terwards meet Centwyninthe field, and ſo fall to an agree- 
ment, that Iuor taking Echelburga the couſen of Centwyn 
to wife, ſhould enioie the kingdome of the Weſt Saxons at- 
ter Centwyn, and that therevpon Edwal reſigning his 
title and intereſt to luor, departed to Rome, and ſo died: as 
Guidonius faith, 


All this notwichſtand ing, it ſemeth by the repozt of other 
wziters ok verie god account, that Inas oz Iue king of the 
Weſt Saxons (thoſe lawes are extant in pꝛint, ſet out by 

maiſter William Lamberd Eſquier, a wonthie ſearcher 
and pꝛeſeruer ok che antiquities of this land) was not a 
Brytaine, but à Saxon, ho had warre againſt the Brytaines 
diuers times, and vanquiſhed them.

The reſt of the Saxon kings agrerd vnto his mind, and wich 
one aſſent choſe that wozthie Knight Inas King of Weſtſex 


to be their ſouereigne, vho hauing taken their homage, ad» 


nancedhis ſtandard, and marched fozward againſt Iuor 


and Henyr, and ſet vpon them, ſo that they were faine fo 


fozſake their tents andflie into Wales.

Kings(ſauing Sibertus, cho by reaſon ot his age and impo⸗ 
tencie had departed home beloꝛe) returned to South hamp- 
ton, there his couſen Adelard infoꝛmed him that Iuor and 
Henyr had gathered and lcauted a puifſant armie afreſh 
to ſet vpon the Saxons: ftherevpon, Inas fozeſlowed not the 
matter, but went againſt them, and laid ſege tothe Ca- 
ſfell of Snowdon , compelling the Brytaines fo flie to 
their ſhips: and vhile he was at Bangor with the other Sa⸗ 
xonKings, and thenobles of Wales, he kept the feaſf of S. 
Dauid, and then diſmiſſed the other Kings home to their 
countrie, vntill they ſhould be called foz againe: and de⸗ 
parted himſelfe with Adclard his couſen, to Nucne E- 
chelburga being then at Mancheſter, and continued there 
almoſt the moneths. 

In the meane vhile, Adelard minding to trauell about all 
Wales, met the ſpies, of chome (being by him taken and 
examined) he learned that Iuor and Henyr were returning 
againe wich a huge armie, ol ſuch ſtrength and foꝛce, as all 
the Saxon Rings were not able to reſiſt. Then went he 
and ſhewed Inas tthat he had heard: therefoze Inas ſanth⸗ 
with certified the other Saxon Kings ol the ſame, comman⸗ 
ding them without delaie to be readie at Cheſter with hozſe 
and armour to go againſt their enimies, and to defend 
their countrie from violence. Who accoꝛdinglie met at 
Cheſter, andfollowing the Kings ſtandard, gane the Bry- 
taines battell, and put them to flight. Bowbeit, the Bry. 
taines eſtſones inuaded England, and made ſeauen roades 
in two peares, deſtroieng townes and villages vhereſoe- 
uer they came, and neuer returning without great and rich 
boties. Inas after this victoꝛie returned home, and reigned 
ouer the Weſt Saxons 36. peares, and then bequeathed his 
kingdome to his couſen Adelard. Zhus much out of Ca-

889 mutham. In the veare 8 8 9, Submon Cubin the 

— reateſt clearke in Scotland died, And the yeare 

ollowing the blacke nation (foz ſo the Bꝛytiſh 

booke calleth the Danes and Normanes) came to 

Northwales, anddidmuchhurt. Here I thinke it 

neceſſarie to let the reader vnderſtand, from 

whence lucha waonderfutt number of Danes and 

Normanes came. The kingdome of Denmarke had 


vnder it not onelie Denmarke , which is a ſmall 
countrie ſeparated with the ſea into Jles and 
halfe Iles, as that which ioineth to Saxonie and 


Holeſake, 
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HFoleſake, and runneth like an arme of the ſea cal⸗ 
led Cherſoneſus Cymbrica,and the Ile of Sealand 
and Finnen, with a peece of the maine land ioining 
to Swethlandzbut alſo Norway, and the great coun- 
trie of Suetia oz Swethenland, which reacheth to 
Moſcouia, and welnigh to the North pole. This 
tountrie being ſcant knovne to the wozld at that 
time, powꝛed out of it ſelfe (as the Troian hozſe)dt- 
uers people, that at diuers times ouerran and 
ſpotled all Europe, with a great part of Africa, like 
a ſudden t 02 hidedũs ſtozme, filling euerie 
countrie wherevnto they came . From thence 
came the Goths, which ouerran Germanie, France, 
Spaine, Afrike, and Italie. From thence came the 
andals.of no leſſe woꝛthines. From thence came 
the Lombards, the Alans, the Switzers, the Burgun- 
dians, the Danes, and the Normans, Ich came of 
Norway and the — ol Eaſtland hy Pruſſia, 
from whence the Vandales came. He that is deſi- 
rous to vnderſtand the maruellous hiſtozie of 
Swethinland, let himreade the works of Olaus Go- 
thus, and Ioannes Magnus . Ind from theſe coun- 
tries (as J declared befoze) came the people 
which were called the Danes, and not onlie from 
Denmarke. The Fee 8 9 o. there came from theſe 
countries 2 5 o. latles, and landed at Lymene in 
Kent, hard byte at wod called Andreſlege,and 
builded a at Auldre oz Apledor, ag ſome 
bookes haue. The ſame time alſo came Haſting 
with do. ſailes to Thames mouth, and builded a 
Caſtell at Mydlcon,and made an oth to Alfred, that

Foz of this Haſting it is written, that lateng feege to the 
citie of Limogis in France, and deſpairing of the ſpeedie 
winning of the ſame, hee deuiſed this traine to get it. Ve 
fained himſelfe to be dangeroullie ſicke, and ſent to the 
Biſhop, and the Conſul of the ſame citie, defiring them 
molt inſtantlie, that he might be admitted to the chziſtian 
faith , and be baptiſed befoze his departure out of this 
woꝛld. The Biſhop and the Conſul (ſuſpecting no guile) 
were verie glad, not onlie tobe deliuered from the pꝛeſent 
trouble, buf alſo to winne ſuch a wazthie man to the con- 
gregation of chiſt. There vpon, firme peace being 
made betweene both nations, Haſtings baptiſed, the Bi- 
ſhop and the Conſul being his Godfathers, vhich thing be- 
ing done, he was caricd by the ſouldiours to his ſhips in 
verie weake caſe, as he outwardlie pꝛetended. About mid⸗ 
night he cauſed himſelfebeing armed in his complet har⸗ 
neſſe, to be laidvponabere, commanding his ſouldiours 
tobe armed, and to carie their weapons with them vnder 
their vper garments, and ſo to be readie vhen he ſhould 
giue them a figne, The daie following, all things being in 
a readines, he was bzought ſolemnelie by his people with 
great clamoꝛ and counterfet moꝛning tobe interred in the 
chiefe church of the citie, where the Bilhop and the Conſul 
accompanied with all the wozſhip ofthe ſame citie came ta 
hanoz the buriall ; but as ſone as the Biſhop had made 


phimſelfe readie to burie the coꝛpſe ( moſt of all the townes 


men being in the church) Haſting ſtepped vp all armed with 


his ſwoꝛd dzawne.and firſf killed the Wiſhop and the Con⸗ 


ſul, and then fell with his armed ſouldiours vpon the na- 
ked people, and deſtroied them in a maner euerie one, put 
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mitie. Andvhen he had ſacked the towne, he ſent meſſen⸗ 
gers to Charles the French King foz peace, uh ich he oby 
teined, and withall, the citie of Charters towards his char⸗ 
ges tobe quiet, 


About this time Erneth the ſonne of Bledryd d 
Baron of Wales died. And the yeare 823, Anarawd 
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King 02 pꝛince of Northwales, came with a great 


number of Engliſhmen, and made war againtt his 
bꝛother Cadelh, and ſpoiled the countries of Caer- 
digan and Yſtradgwy. In thoſe dates the Danes be- 
fegedExceſter, whome, when 
they which were at Auldre paſſed ouer to Eſſex, 
and builded a Caſtell at Scobrith, and from thence 
toke their iournie to Budington vpon Seauerne. 
And when Alfred came to Exceſter, the Danes fled 
to the ſea, and ſpoiled the ſeacoalts of Wales. And 
they which were in Budington, hearing of the 
kings comming, fled backe to their Caſtell in Eſ⸗ 

companie ot᷑ them came to Leyceſter,

mie, and met them about two miles from Hereford, vhere 
after a ſo:e fight by the ſpace of thze houres, Ranulph and 
his armie were diſcomfited,and about 500. of them laine, 
and the reſt put to flight , vthome Gruffyth q Algar purſued 
to Hereford, and entring the towne, ſct the cathedꝛall 
church on fire,and flue the Biſhopnamed Leogar, with fea- 
uen ot the canons , ſpoiled and burnt the towne miſera⸗ 
blie. Uherevpon, king Edward being aduertiſed hereof, 
gathered an armie , and ſent Haroald the ſonne of Earle 
Godwyn againff them, who purſuing the enimies to 
Northwales, paſſed though Stradclwyd to Snowdon : but 
Gruffyth and Algar being afraid to miete Haroald,gote 
them againe to Southwales, whereof Haroald being aduer⸗ 
tiſed, leſt one part ofhis armie in Northwales, to reſiſt the 
enimies chere, and returning with the reſidue to Hereford, 
cauſed a great trench to be caſt round about the towne, 
with a high rampire ſtronglie fo:tifieng the gates of the 
ſame, After this, by meanes of a parle had with Gruftyth & 
Algar, at aplace called Biligelhag, a peace was conclu- 
ded,vherevpon Algar being pardoned by the king, and re- 
ftozed againe to his Earledome, returned home to Che- 
ſter. About twayeares after, Algar was accuſed againe of 
treaſon, fo that he was the ſecond time exiled the land, and 
repaired to his old friend Gruffyth pzinceof Northwales, 
by dome he was receiued ioifullie, and reſtozed againe to 
his Earledome by the aid of certaine ſfrangers, which 
came by chance frõ Norwaie. Ther vpon king Edward be- 
ing ſoze offended with Gruffych, ſent Haroald againe with 
power to North wales, to be renenged vpon him, ho com⸗ 
ming to Ruchlan, burned the palace of Gruffyth , and his 
ſhips, and chen returned backe to the king at Gloceſter. 


Aout this time, Edward the ſonne of Edmund 


Ir onſide, 
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Ironſide, came to England with his wife-and chil- 
dren, Edgar Edeling (which — in the Bꝛy⸗ 
tithtong, a yong Loꝛd oꝛ a ꝛince) and Margaret 
which was afterwards Queene of Scots, and mo⸗ 
ther to Mawd, wife to Henrie the firſt king ot Eng- 
land. About two yeares after tame Roderiłe, ſonne 


to Haroald king of Denmarke, with a great armie . . 


to Wales, and there being frendlie receiued of 
king Gruffyth, toining his power to Gruffyths, en⸗ 
tred England, and cruellte ſpoiled and burned a 
great part of the land. But ozthe after,Roderike 
was compelled toreturne to his chips and to ſaile 
to Denmarke, and Gruffyth returned with ſpoiles. 


This peare, as Haroald Godwyns ſonne would 7, Pond, 
haue ſailed to Flanders, he was dziuen by fozce of a . 


tempeſt to land in Poytiers, where he was taken, 
and conueied to William Baſtard, duke of Norman- 
die:to whom Haroald declared his iournie thither, 
to be onelie to offer him his ſeruice in the allaires 
o England, and twke a ſolemne oth, firſt to marrie 
the Dukes daughter, and after the death of Ed- 
ward to teſerue the crowne to the dukes vie. T 

choꝛtlie after receiuing rich gifts, with much ho⸗ 
noꝛ he returned to England.

Then departing thence, full of 
rancoꝛ and malice, to Hereford, where Haroald had 


pꝛepared great chere foꝛ the King, Heflue all Ha- 
roalds ſeruants, and cut off their armes, 
legs, noſes, feet, and hands, aud filled all the vel⸗ 


ſels of wine, meath, beere, and ale therwith: and 
ſent the king woꝛd, that he ſhould want no pow⸗ 


dꝛed and ſowſed ers when he came thither ; as 


foꝛ other things, let him make pꝛouiſion himlelfe, 
Foz which heinous offenle the baniſhed him 
the land foꝛ euer. 

* Caradoc ap Gruffyth ap Rytherch was the firſt that pzocu- 
ted Haroald foz to come/to Wales againſt Gruffych ap 
Lhewelyn, hoping by him to atteine-vnto the gouerne⸗ 
ment of Souch wales. But it fell out otherwiſe,foz vhen Ha- 
roald vnderſtod that he ſhould not get that at the hands of 
Caradoc vthich he laked foz, vhich was a certaine loꝛd⸗ 
ſhip within Wales nigh vnto Hereford, and knowing alſo 
Caradoc tobe a ſubtile and deceiptfull man,compounding 
with Meredyth ap Owen foz that-lozdſhip, he made him 
king oꝛ pzince of Southwales, and baniſhed Caradoc out 
ol the countrie. Afterward Haroald hauing obteined that 
loꝛdſhip, builded there a pzincelie and ſumptuous houſe at 
a placecalledPorraſlyth, and diners times earneffite inui⸗ 
ted the king to come to ſe the ſame, x at the length the king 
being then at Gloceſter not far oſt, granted him his re⸗ 
queſt; vherevpon, Haroald made ſuch pꝛeparation as is be⸗ 


dere mentioned fo; him, upicy was thus malt hozribly ar. 
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ſed by Toſty. Senne after this wicked act, che ſaid Caradoc 
ap Gruffyth came to the ſame houſe, and to be reuenged 
bpon Haroald, killed all the wozkemen andlabozers that 
were there at wozke, and all the ſeruants and people of 
Haroald that he could find, and defacing thewozke, carri- 
ed awaie thoſe things that with great labour and expen⸗ 
ſes — beene bzought thither , to ſet out and beautiſie the 
building.

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Haroald and his bzother were chæfe Juſticers ib.

dꝛen and houchold, and then to ſeiſe the land into 
their owne hands, Now when the people of Nor- 
thumberland heard the exile of Toſty, which was 
their Earle, they reioiſed much; foꝛ they hated him 
to the death. Wherfoze coming to Lorle, they flue 
all his familie,aſwell Engliſhmen ag Danes. Then 
ioining to them the men of Lincolneſhire, Noting- 
ham, and Derbyſhire, they made Marcher ſonne of 
Carle Algar their captaine, and to them came his 
bꝛother Edwyn with his people, and a great num⸗ 
ber of Welſhmen, and they went burning & ſpoi⸗ 
ling to Hampton; where Haroald met with them, 
ſent from the king to know their willes; and they 
ſaid, they would haue Marcher Earle ouer them, 
which the king granted # confirmed. Uhervpon 


they returned, the one to the Nozth, the other to 4747.

Weſtſaxons had continued 5 44. and from Egbert

Firſt the death 
of his coſen Alfred, then the banichment of the 
ArchbilhopRoberr, and Earle Odan, with all the 
Normanes; and thirdlie, his oth and pꝛomiſe bꝛo⸗ 
ken: declaring alſo the titles he had to England, 
aſwell by the fozmer pꝛomiſe of Edward made to 
him in Normandie; that if euer he entoted the 
crowne of England, William ſhould be his heire; as 
alſo by coſinage, and by the oth and pꝛomiſe of Ha. 
roald. Tuhich matter conſidered by the nobilitie of 
Normandie, with all the dangers and difficulties 
of this expedition, bꝛought them to ſuch perplexi⸗ 
tie, that the moꝛe part feared the end, Then Wil- 
liam Fitzosbert the Dukes ſewer, ſeing how they 
were bent, diſſuaded them from that viage: wher⸗ 
foze they agreed all, that he ſhould declare their 
minds to the duke. Then he came to him and ſaid,

Therefoze when the Normanes ſaw that they 
had all the loſſe, they manned and victailed the ca⸗ 
ſtels which they had befoze time buuded there, 
and returned backe: but in their returne, Gruftyth 
and Ivor the ſonnes of Ednerth ap Cadogan met 
them vpon the ſudden at Aberlhech, and falling 
vpon them llew the molt part of them, and the relt 
eſcaped to England.

Rc}, About this time Anſelme Archbiſhop of Can- 
ch. turburie called a ſynod at London, where among o⸗ 
ther things, it was oꝛdeined and decred , that 
puelts ſhould not marrie, which was not befoze 
that time foꝛbidden in Brycaine .

Rytherch: and Vchtryd ſaued all ſuch as came to 
him: and ſo theſe foure came with their powers 
to the caſteil ot Rydcors, and thought beſt to haue 
entred the countrie by night, and to take Cadogan 
ſuaded them from that,andchoughet dangerous

to enter the countrie by night, foz feare of am- 
buchment, but counſelled them to enter in by 
day with their men in god oꝛder. Jn the meane 
while Cadogan and Owen gat a ſhip at Aberyſt- 
wyth, which was latelie come from Ireland and ef- 
caped awaie: and the date after, when they entred 
into the land, they found none ol them that they 
ſought. Therefoze putting all the fault vpon Vch- 
tryd, they burned and ſpoiled all the countrie, ſa⸗ 
uing the Sanctuaries of Padarn and Lhandhewi 
Breui, yet they twke diuerſe men out of thoſe pla⸗ 
tes, and caried them pꝛiſoners to their countries, 
and then returned to their owne caſtels againe. 
Then Owen, with ſuch as had bene with him at 
the burning of the caſtell, fled to Ireland to king 
Murcart, Who recetued him ioioullie: foꝛ he had 
beene there befoze * the warre of the 
two Earies in Angleſey 02 Mõn, and had brought 
the king rich gifts from Wales. But Cadogan 
kept himſelle pꝛiuilie in Powys , ſent to the king 
to declare his inuocencie. T 1 king _

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tent, he ſhould remaine in the countrie,and enioy 
the tovone and lands that he had by his wife, fox 
che was daughter to a Loꝛd of Normandie called 
Pygot de Say.

they that were in Ireland vnderſtod this, they re- 
turned home pꝛiuilie, and hid themſelues in their 
coſens houſes, and ſhoꝛtlie after Owen returned 
againe to Wales; but not to Caerdigan: foꝝ his fa- 
ther de. receiued that land vpon ſuch condition, 
that he chould not ſuffer Owen to come therein, 
noꝛ ſuccour him, either with counſell, monie oꝛ 
men.

All this while Owen and Madoc 
were burning and ſpotting the Engliſhmen and 
Normanes, ànd euer withdzew themſelues to the 
land ot lorwerth, which thing græued him greatly; 
wherevpon he ſent woꝛd ol his danger, deſiring 
them to ſpare his land, # Cadogans: foꝛ it it were 
knowne that they came in anie of theirs, the land 
was foꝛfeited to the king. Then Owen and Riryd 
heard this, they vſed his countrie moꝛe often than 
they were wont: then Iorwerth ſ&ing that, chaſed 
them out of his countrie. Then they went to the 
countrie of Vchtryd in Merionyth ſhire , and the 
ſons of Vchrryd ſent-wozd to their people tokepe

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Owen and Madoc defended themſelues manfullie : 
but at the laſt they and their men were dziuen 
backe,andſo they fled,Owen to Caerdigan to his fa- 
thers countrie, and Madoc to Powys. Then Owen 
with his companions made diuerſe roades to Dy- 
uer,and ſpoiled the countrie , carieng awaie the 
men and the cattell to the ſhips that they came 
in from Ireland, and after ranlomed them, andga- 
thered a great number to him, c ſet vpon a towne 
of Flemings and burned it, and returned to Caerdi- 
gan, nothing eſteming his fathers danger, noz the 
ings diſpleaſure. At this time it chanſed that 
Owens men among other miſchertes laid wait foz 
a biſhop that was towards the king, whoſe name 
was William de Brabant, andflevo him and all his 
men. Then lorwerth ſt Cadogan were at the court 
to Jean with the king, concerning certaine buſt- 
neſle of their owne: and as the king talked with 
them, behold there came tn a Fleming, bzother to 
the dead bichop, who made an exclamation, decla- 
ring how Owen ap Cadogans men had ſlaine his 
bzother and a great number moe, and how they 
were ſuccoured in — 2 — the king 
being there with ſoze dilpleafed, aſked Cadogan 
what he could ſaie to the matter, and he putting 
all the fault in his ſon, excuſed himſelfe as well as 
he could.

whom he ſaid thus; Thou halt beene diuerſe times 

aſuterto me to haue ſome lands in Wales, and 

now giue the all the lands and inheritance of 
Cadogan ap Blethyn, win it and take it.

Then he builded 

two faire caſtels there, one towards Northwales 

bppon the riuer Yitwyrh at the ſea ,a mile 

from Lhanbadarn: another towards Dyuer vpon — 
the riuer Teiui, at a place called Dyngerant, were Cilzarran, 
Roger Mountgomery had begonne a caſtell befoze ne.

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Torwerthlaie one night at Caereneon, they two ga- 
theredall their ſtrength, # came about the houſe 
at midnight, then Ilorwerth his menawoke , and 
defended the houſe manfullie, vntill their foes ſet 
the ſame on fire: which when torwerths men ſaw, 
euerie one ſhifted foz himſelfe, ſo that ſome ſcaped 
thꝛough the fire, and the reſt were either burnt oꝛ 
ſlaine, oꝛ both. Then lorwerth himſelfe ſæing no re- 
medie, aduentured rather to be ſlaine than burned 
and came out: but his enimies receiued him vpon 
charpe ſpeares, and ouerthꝛew him in the fire, and 
ſo he died a cruell death. As ſone as the king vn- 
derſtod this, he called Cadogan befoze him ſt gaue 
him his bzothers land, which was Pow ys, aud pꝛo⸗ 
miſed Owen his pardon, willing his father to ſend 


foꝛ him to Ireland. 


r About this time king Henrie pꝛeferred his baſe ſonne Ro-

Now when Madoc ſawhis other bncle Cado- 
gan rule the countrie, he hidhimſelfe in rough and 


delert places, and adding one miſchiefe vpon an⸗

brought the countrie to ſome ſtaie of quietneſſe, 
and ſaw right and iuſtice miniſtred therein, ha⸗

Robert de Beleſmo was ta- x 111 
ken by the king in Normandie, and committed to 
perpetuall pꝛiſon in Warham, to gentle a puniſh⸗ 
ment foꝛ ſo cruell and blodthirſtie a man as hee 
was: foꝛ all his delite was therin in ſo much that 
he put out both the eies of his owe child with 
his thumbes foz a as the boy plaied vn 
der his gowne . The yeare after Meredyth ap Ble- 1 1 1 2 
thyn ſenta number ot᷑ his men to make a road in- 
to the countrie of Lhywarch ap Trahaern ap Gwyn, 
who was Meredythes and Owens enimie, as he 
that ſuccoured Madoc to kill his vncles *

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and Cadogan, Meredyths bethen. Theſe men, as 
they paſſed though the countrie of Madoc in the 
night, they met with a man which belonged to the 
ſaid Madoc, whome they tote, and examined him 
where his maiſter was: and he firſt ſaid that he 
could not tell; but being put in feare of death, he 
confeſſed that he was not far from thence. There⸗ 
foꝛe they late quietlie there all the night, and in 
the dawning they came ſuddenlie vpon Madoc and 
his men, where they llew a greatnumber of them, 
and taking Madoc pꝛiſoner, they bought him to 
their Lozd, who was right glad thereof, and — 
him in ſafe pꝛiſon, till he had ſent woꝛd to his Ne- 

wen, who came thither ſtreight, then Mere- 
dyth deltuered Madoc vnto him. And albeit he had 
llaine Owens father being his owne vncle, yet 
Owen remembzing the frendſhip and oth that 
had beene betwixt them two in times paſt, would 
not put him to death, but putting out his eies let 
him go. Then Meredyth & Owen diuided his lands 
betwirt them, which was Caereneon, Aberhiw, 
and the third part of Devthwr. 

The yeare following, king Henrie pzeparedan 
armie againſt Wales, being thereto pꝛouoked by 
ſuch as would haue the Welſhmens lands, that

Hugh Bohun alias Keuelock rather Cyuelioc, being the 
fift Earle of Cheſter affer the Conqueſt, maried Beatrice the 
daughter of Richard Lucie loꝛd chiefe Juſtice ot England, by 
ſchom he had iſſue Randulph, and ſoure daughters; Mau dma⸗ 
ried to Dauid Earle of Anguis ànd Huntington lozd of Gallo- 
way: Mabill maried to William Daubney e ' Earle of Arundell: 
Agnes marted to William Ferrers Erleof if Derby, ud Hawys 
maried to Robert Quincy a Baron ot᷑ great honoz, uho was 
in hir right after hir bꝛothers death Earle of Lincolne, and 
after him ſhe was maried to ſir Warren Boſtock. This Hugh 
was Earle of Chelter 28.,yeares,x4diedabout the peare 11 - 
Randulph Bohun alias Blandeuill, ſu called, bicauſe he was

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* ce&dedhis father being the ſixt Earle of Cheſter after the 
Conqueft : tho was alſo Earle of Lincolne, as coſen and 
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next heire vnto William Romare Earle of Lincoln, the ſe- 
cond bꝛother ofRandulph Meſchines the third Earle of Che- 
ſer after the Conqueſt. He was th:ice maried, firſt to Con- 
{tance the daughter andheire of Conan Erle of Brytaine and 
Richmond, being the widow of Geffrey the thirdſon of king 
Henrie the ſecond,and the mother of Arthur Erle of Brytaine: 
from vhom afterward he was dinozfed, and then maried a 
ladie named Clemence daughter to the Earle Ferrers: after 
whoſe deceaſchetoke to his third wife Margaret daughter to 
Humfrey de Bohun Earle of Hereford, Eſſex, and Conſtable 
of England. Nuerthelefſe he neuer hadifſue by ante of thoſe 
his wines, and therefoze the Earledome of Cheſter and his 
lands in North wales after his death deſcended to Iohn ſurna⸗ 
med Scot, his ſiſter Mawdes ſonne by Dauid Carle of Anguis 
and Huntington. The manour of Barrow with. o o. pound 
lands came to Mabill: the Earidome of Lincolne to Hawyle: 
the caſtell and manour of Chartley and (as J thinke) his poſ⸗ 
ſeſſions in Powys to Agnes. his Randulph atchieued manie 
enterpꝛiſes againſt Lhewelyn pꝛince of Wales, but one time 
meeting with the ſaid Pꝛince, and being to weake to encoun⸗ 
ter with him he was dꝛiuen to retire backe to the caſtell of 
Ruthlan,vherein the ſaid-Pzince beſieged him: vherevpon he 
was faine to ſend to Roger Lacie Conſtable of Cheſter, to 
come to his ſuccoꝛs in that extremitie. Lacie calling his 
frends vnto him, requeſtedthemto make as manie men as 
they could, and to go with him. to deliuer the Carle out of the 
danger ol his enimies: at tchoſe requeſt Ralph Dutton his ſon 
in law, being a luſtie pouch, aſſembled togither all the plaiers, 
muſicians, and merie companions within the citie (being 
then the Faire time) and came to the Conffable,vho foꝛthwith 
went to Ruchlan, xaiſed the ſiege, and deliuered the Earle from 
danger. In recompenſe of which ſeruice, the Earle gane 
vnto his Conſtable diuerſe freedoms and pꝛiuiledges, and 
granted vnto the ſad Dutton the ruling and ozdering _ 
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the plaiers and muſicians within that countie,uhich his heire 
enioieth euen to this daie . This Earle builded the caſteis of 
Charteley and Beeſton, t che abbie of Dalacroſſe.

$& When Richard biſhop at Bangorfawe that Dauid dealt 
ſo hardlie with his bꝛother Gruffych, contrarie to his faithfull 
pꝛomiſe made vnto the ſaid biſhop, he ercommunicated him, 
and then withdꝛawing himſelfe out of Wales, made a gre- 
nous complaint to the king vpon Dauid, moſt inſtantlie re⸗ 
queſting the king todeliner Gruffych ont of pꝛiſon, leaſt the 
rumoꝛ of that fact being notiſied in the court of Rome, and o⸗ 
ther countries out ofthe realme, ſhould be ſome ſtaine of the 
kings honoꝛ, ifhe ſhould and ſuch outragious and 
wilfull dealings. The king greatlie blaming Dauid 
his nephue foz the abuſing of his bzother in ſuch ſoꝛt as he did:

as alſo fo2 the auoiding of the ſaid excommunication, and o⸗ 
ther imminent dangers thich might enſue of that matter, 
Tothe which requeſt of the king, Dauid anſwered plainelie 
that he would not deliner his b:other out of pziſon : affirming 
tonſtantlie, chat if his were inlarged, the countrie of 
Wales would be in great UhereofuhenGruffyth 
was certified, he ſendeth pꝛiuilie to the king, pꝛomiſing that if 
he would fo:ceablie deliner him out of his bꝛochers paiſon, he 
would hold his lands of him, and pate him two hundereth 
markes pearelie : offering not onelie to be ſwome vpon this, 
and to deliuer pledges foz perfozmance thereof,but alſo to aid 
the king to bzing the reſt of the Welſhmen to his ſubiection.

Nr Ith all reuerent ſubmiſsion and ho- 
* nor we yeeld our moſt humble and hartie 
Sac thanks vnto your fatherhood, for the great 

— greeuous paines which at this preſent 
for the loue of vs and our nation you haue ſuſtained: 
and ſo much the more we are beholden vnto you, for 
that beſides the kings pleaſure you would venture to 
come vnto vs. In that you requeſt vs to come to the 


kings

kings peace, we would haue your holineſſe to know 
that we are moſt readie and wing to the fame, ſo that 
our lord the king will duelie and trulie obſerue and 
keepe the peace towards vs and ours. Moreouer, al- 
though we would be glad of your continuance in 
VVales, yet we hope there ſhall not be any delaie in vs 
but that peace which of all — we moſt deſire and 
wiſh for) may be forthwith ſhed, and rather by 
your trauell and procurement than by any other mans: 
lo that it ſhallnot be needefull to complaine vnto the 
Pope of our wilfulnes: neither do we deſpiſe your fa- 
therhoods requeſts and painefull trauell, but with all 
hartie reuerence — to our dutie do accept the 
ſame. Neither yet ſhall it be needefull for the lord the 
king to ve anie force againſt vs, ſeeing we are redie to 
obeie him in all things, our rights and lawes (as afore- 
ſaid) reſerued. And although the kingdome of Eng- 
land be vnder the ſpeciall protection of the ſea of 
Rome, and with ſpeciall loue regarded of the ſame: yer, 
when the lord the Pope and the court of Rome 
vnderſtand of the great damages which are done vnto 
vs by the Engliſhmen, to wit, the articles of the peace 
concluded and ſworne vnto, violated and broken, the 
robbing and burning of churches, the murthering of 
eccleſiaſticall perſons, aſwell religious as ſecular ; the 
ſlaughter of women great with child, and children ſuc- 
king their mothers breſts: the deſtroieng of hoſpitals, 
— houſes of religion, killing the men and women 


profeſſed in the holie places, and euen before the al- 


tars: we hope that your fatherhood, and the ſaid court 
of Rome vill rather with pittie lament our caſe, than 
with rigour of puniſhment augment our ſorow. Nei- 
ther ſhall the kingdome of England be in anie wiſe dif- 
quieted or moleſted by our meanes (as is affirmed) fo

thatwe may haue the peace dulie kept and obſerued to- 
wards vs and our people. Who they be which are deli- 
ted with bloodſhed and warre, is manifeſtlie apparant 
by their deedes and behauiour : for we would line qui- 
etlie vpon our owne if we might be ſuffered, but the 
Engliſhmen comming to our countrie did put all to 
the ſord, neither ſparing ex, age or ſickneſſe, nor any 
thing regarding churches or ſacred places, the like 
whereof the VWVelſhmen neuer committed. That one 
hauing paid his ranſome was afterward {laitie, wee are 
right ſorie to heare of it, neither do we maintaine the 
offender, who eſcaping our hands keepeth himſelfe as 
an outlaw / in the — and vnknowne places. That 
ſome began the warre in a time not meete and conue- 
nient, that vnderſtood not we of vntill now: and yet 
they which did the ſame do affirme, that in caſe they 
— not done as they did at that time, they had beene 
ſlaine or taken themſelues, being not in ſafetie in their 
owne houſes, and forced continuallie for ſafegard of 
their liues to keepe themſelues in armour: and there- 
fore to deliuer themſelues from that feare, they rooke 
that enterpriſe in hand. Concerning thoſe things 
which we commit againſt God: with the aſſiſtance of 
his grace, we will (as it becommeth Chriſtians) repent 
and turne vnto him. Neither ſhall the war on our part 
be continued, ſo that we be ſaued harmleſſe and may 
liue as we ought: but before we be diſinherited or ſlaine 
we muſt defend our ſclues as well as we may. Of all in- 
iuries and wrongs done by vs, we ate moſt willing and 
readie(vpon due examination and triall of all treſpaſſes 
and wrongs committed on both ſides) to make a- 
mends to the vttermoſt of our power: ſo that the like

Our people are dailie oppreſſed 
with new exactions: we ſend vnto you alſo à note in 
writing of the wrongs and iniuries which ate done vn- 
to vs contrarie to the forme of the peace before made. 
VVe haue put our ſelues in armour, being driuen there- 
vnto by neceſſitie: for we and our peop e wereſo o 
preſſed, troden vnder foote, ſpoiled, and brought to ſſa- 
uerie by the kings officers, contrariè to the forme of the 
peace concluded againſt iuſtice, none otherwiſe than if 
we were Saracens or Iewes: whereof we haue often 
times complained vntothe king, and neuer could ger 
any redreſſe:but alwaies thoſe officers were afterwards 
more fierce and cruell againſt vs. And when thoſe of- 
ficers through theirrauine and extortion wereenrich- 
ed, other more hungrie than they were ſent afreſhto 
flea thoſe whom the other had ſhorne before: ſo that 
the people wiſhed rather to die than liue in ſuch op- 
pteſſion. And now it ſnall not be needefull to leuie a- 
nie armie to war vpon vs, or to moue the prelats of the 
church againſt vs, ſo that the peace may be obſerued 
duelie Ks trulie, as before is expreſſed. Neither o 

your holie fatherhood to giue credit to all that our ad- 
uerſaries do allege againſt vs: for euen as in their deeds 
they haue and do oppreſſe vs, ſo in their words they 
will not ſticke to ſlander vs, laieng to our charge what 
liketh them beſt . Therefore, for aſmuch as they are 
alwaies preſent with you, and we abſent from you, they 
opprefling,and we oppreſſeq; we are to deſire you euen 
for his ſake from whom nothing is hid, not to credit 
mens words but to examine their deeds. Thus we bid 
your holines farewell.

ing to the lawes ol Wales. And the defendant appeared and 
anſwered ſo, that the ſame daie the cauſe ought to haue berne 
fullie determined accoꝛding to the appointment ol our lozd the 
king. Tho at his being at Gloceſter, had aſſigned the parties 
the ſaid dale: and thongh the ſame cauſe was in diuers pla⸗ 
ces oſten heard and examined befoze the Juſfkice, and that the 
lands were in Northwales,andneuer iudged but by the laws 
of Wales, neither was it lawfull foz the king but accozding to 
the lawes ol Wales to pꝛoꝛoge the cauſe ; all that notwithſtan⸗ 
ding he pꝛoꝛoged the date (of his owne motion) contrarie to 
the ſaidlawes.And at the laſt the ſaid Lhewelyn was called to 
diuers places, uhither he ought not to haue bene called: nev 
ther could he obteine iuſtice, noꝛ anie iudgement, vnleſſe it 
wereaccozding to the lawes ol England, contrarie to the ſaid 
article of the peace. And the ſame was done at Montgomery,

trie did vſe : all this being denied, the ſaid tenant was con- 
demned in ſeuen and twentie pound, j. d. ob. Then the ſaid 
Grono went to London foz iuſtice, thich was pꝛomiſed him, 
but he could neuer haue anie, vhere he ſpent in his iourmie fif- 
teene mar kes. 


2 K 
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2 A tcerteine Gentelman was ſlaine, vho had foſfered the 
ſonne of Grono ap Heilyn, and he that killed him was taken 
and bꝛought to Ruchlan caſtell: then the ſaid Grono and the 
kindzed ol him that was ſlaine aſked iuſtice, but ſome of chem 
were impziſoned,and the killer diſcharged. Then Grono went 
againe to London fo iuſtice vhich the king did pꝛomiſe him, 
but he neuer had anie, but ſpent twentie markes.

Grono and ſold them at his pleaſure: then che ſaid Grono 
aſked iuſtice of the ſaid Reginald, hut he could not be heard. 

4 Theſaid Grono toe to farme ſoʒ fourepeares of God- 
frey Marliney, Maynan and Lhyſfayn, then Robert Cru- 
quer came with his hoꝛſſes, and ax mes to get the ſaid lands 
by foꝛce, and foz that Grono would not ſuffer him to haue the 
ſaid lands befoze his peares came out, he was called to the 
law, and then the ſaid Reginald Gray came with rriitf.hoztle- 
men to take the ſalid Grono. And foz that they could not that 
daie haue their purpoſe, they called Grono the next daie to 
Ruthlan: and then Grono had counſell not to go to Ruchlan. 
Then theycallcdhim againe to anſwere at Caerwys, but the 
ſaid Grono durſt not gothither, but by the conduc of the bt- 
ſhop of s. Aſaph, foz that Reginald Gray was there andhis 
men in harnelle, 

5 Foz theſe grefes foz the vhichhe could get no tuſtice, 
but labour and expenſes of liiij. markes and moze, and foz 
that he durſt not in his owne perfon go to the court, be ſent 
letters, one to the king, an other to his bother Pe to 
ſtgnifie to the king that he ſhould loſe all the fauout bf the 
countrie, if he kept no pzomiſe with them, and ſo it came to 
paſſe, becauſe the men of Ros and Englefild could get no 
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tulkice, the king neglecting che coꝛrection of theſe things, loſt 
the hole countrie. | 


Humblie ſheweth to your holines, lord Arch- 
biſhop of Canturburic,primate of all England, the noble 
men of Tegengl: that when the ſaid noble men did their

ſurditie not heard of, requiring the people of the countrie to 
plow his ground, and ſowe the ſame : and the meſſengers 
were Cynwric Says and Hicken Lemayl, and the ſaid Cyn- 
wric ware openlie befoꝛe the thole conipanic, that vnleſſe 
all men ſhould plow Reginald Grayes ground, they ſhonld 


choꝛtlie repent it: then the people fearedmuch, as in that caſe

Engliſhmen, but as pet the parents of the Gentlemen can 
haue no amends: and though the offenders were taken, pet 
the ſaid conſtable let them go without puniſhment. 

14 The conſtable ot Ruthlan kept two of the kings ſoldi⸗ 
ours in pꝛiſon, foz that they toke an Engliſhman, who had 
wounded a man. | 

All theſe things conteined in theſe articles are contrarie to 
the pꝛiuilege, libertie and right of the ſaid men, and contrarie 
tothe lawes and cuſtomes of Wales: neither dare the inhabi⸗ 
tants ſend their complaints to the king foz feare of Reginald 
Gray (ubtch feare anie conſtant man might haue) becauſe the 
ſaid Reginald Gray ſaid openlie, that if he could come by ante 
ſuch their meſſengers,he would cut oft their heads, as it is cer⸗ 
teinelie told vs by one of his counſell: further neither tong 
can expꝛeſſe, noꝛ penne can wꝛite, how euill the men of Te- 
gengl haue beene oꝛdered. 

Humblie complaineth vnto pour loꝛdſhip, my loꝛd Archbi⸗ 
ſhop of Canturburie Pztmate of all England, Lhewelyna 
Gruffyth ap Madoc, of the conſtable of Oſwaldes Croſſe he 
king and ol the men of that towne, who haue ſpoiled the ſaid 
Lhewelyn of the third part of a towne called Lhedrot, and his 
fathers houſe without any law, oꝛ right, oꝛ cuſtome of the coun⸗ 
trie. Further the ſald Conſtable and his complices haue a- 
gainſt the lawes and the cuſtome of the countrie ſpoiled the 
ſaid Lhewelyn ofthe common and paſturage,vhich he and his 
pzedeceſſo:s haue had and vſed time out of mind: and further 
condemned the ſaid Lhewelyn fo2 the ſaid paſture in ixx. 


markes. Andfurther the king of England granted certeine 


letters to a baſtard called Gruffyth Vachan of Cynlhaeth, to 
law wich the ſaid Lhewelyn foz his vhole lozdſhip and poſſeſ- 
ſions; by the occaſion of the vhich letters, the ſatd * 
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bath ſpent two hundꝛeth pound ol gad monie. 
Allo the ſaid Conſtable compelled the ſaid Lhewelyn to 


ſend two ol his Gentlemen tohim,vhom then they came to 


him he cauſed tobe hanged, which Gentlemen ought not by 
right to haue berne hanged, thoſe parents had rather haue gi- 
uen him thꝛer hundꝛeth pound. 

Afterward the ſaid Conſtable impꝛiſoned th:&ſcoze of the 
men of the ſaid Lhewelyn (no cauſe alledged) but that a cer⸗ 
teine Page ſpake a woꝛd: tho could not be deliuered out of 
pꝛiſon, vntill euerie of them paid ten ſhillings. 

Uhen the men of the ſaid Lhewelyn came ta the ſaid towne 
to ſell their oren, the ſaid Conftable would cauſe the beaſts to 
be dzinen to the caſtell: neither would he reſtoꝛe the beaſtes 
no: monie fo: them. Further, che ſaid Conffable and his men 
toke awaie the cattell of the ſaid Lhewelyn from his owne 
ground, and did their will with them, | 

Further the kings Juſffices compelled the ſaid Lhewelyn, 
contrarte ta che law and cuſtome of Wales, to deliuer to the 
ſonnes of Encon ap Gruffyth, acerteine towne vhich both he 
and his anceſt oꝛs euer had held. The ſaid Conſtable toke the 
hozſſe of Lhewelyns Bailiff : vhen the ſaid 1Bailiffowedhim 
nothing, ho could neuer get his hozike againe, noꝛ anie ſatiſ⸗ 
faction foz it. 

Furthermoꝛe then the ſaid Lhewelyn ſhould haue gone to 
atowne called Cacriheon to appeare there as he was appoin- 
ted, the ſonnes of Gruffyth ap Gwenwynwyn, and the ſoldi⸗ 
ours of Roger Strainge, by the counſell of the ſaid Roger, tot 
the ſaid Lbewelyn and his men, and impꝛiſoned them, to their 
great damage; vhich the ſaid Lhewelyn would not foꝛ 3 Oo. 
pound ſtarliug, vho could by no meanes be deliuered, vntill 
they had found ſufficient ſuerties. 

The Archbiſhop receining theſe and other articles, came 
to the king, andrequeſtedhim to conſider theſe w2ongs, and 
tocauſe amends to be made, oz at the leaſt excuſe the Welſh- 
men hauing ſo iuſt cauſe of grefe. Who anſwered that the 
Welſhmen were to be excuſed: pet he ſaidhe was euer readie 
ta 
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to dw iuſtice to all them that complained. UWherevpon the 
Archbiſhop beſought the king againe, that the Welſhmen 
might haue free acceſſe to his Grace to declare their greefes, 
and to ſceke remedie: the king anſwered they ſhould freelie 
come and depart, if it ſhould ſceme that by iuſtice they de⸗ 
ſerued to depart, 

The Archbiſhop hearing this, went and came to che Pꝛince 
of Wales in Snowdon, that he might moue him and his bzo- 
ther Dauid, and the ocher companie to ſubmit themſelues: 
ſcherebp he might incline the king to admit them. Which af 
ter much talke and conference with the Archbiſhop, the 
Pꝛinte anſwered that he was readie to ſubmit hiniſelfe to 
the king,reſeruing two things : that is to ſap, his conſcience, 
vhich he ought to haue foꝛ the rule and ſafegard of his people: 
and alſo the decencie of his fate and calling. Which anſwere 
the Archbiſhop bꝛought, and repozted to the king. At the vhich 
the king ſaid, that he would not anie other treatie of peace, 
than that the Pꝛince and his people ſhould ſimplie ſubmit 
themſelues. But the Archbiſhop (knowing well that the 
Welſhmen would not ſubmit themſelues but in the fozme a- 
fozeſatd, oꝛ in other fozme to them tollerable and of them li⸗ 
ked) requeſted the king, that he might haue conference in 
this matter with all the noble Engliſhmen then pzeſent : do 
after ſuch conference agred all to theſe articles following. 
The vhich articles the Archbiſhop did ſend in wziting to the 
Pꝛince, by Iohn Wallenſis.

anſwer couldhe euer get ot them, by anie meanes. Mer vpon 
the king ſent foz Nucene Elianor out of England in the deepe 
of winter being then great with child. to the caſtell of Caernar- 
uon: and then ſhe was nigh to be bought to bed, the king 
went ta Ruchlan, and ſent fo2 all the Barons and beſt men in 
all Wales, tocometo him, toconſalt concerning the weale 
publike of their countrie. And when they were come he differs 
red the conſultation, vntill he was certified that the Quiene 
was deltnered of aſonne: then (ſending certeine loꝛds to the 
chꝛiſtning ol his child, and ino ming them how he would haue 
him named) he called the Welſhmen togither, declaring viito 
them, that vhereas they were offentimes futers vnto hinrts 
appoint them a P2ince, he now hauing accaſion to'departout 
of the countrie, would name them a Pzince, if they would al- 
low andobey him vhomhe ſhould name. To the which motion 
they anſwered that they would do, if he would appotit one 
aftheir owne nation tobe their Pzince : vherevnto the king 
replied,that he would name one that was bomein Wales and 
could ſpenke neuer a wozdof Eogliſh; nhoſe tiſe and cunuetia 
tiou no man was able ta ſfaine. Ann then they all had gran⸗ 
ted that ſucha one they would ohen, he named his owne ſonne 
— — ate w daies beſdze.

But the Earle 
hauing placed his battell ſo, chat euer betwixt two hoꝛſſemen 
there ſtod a croſſebow, a great part of the Welſhmen, ho 
ſtod at defenſe in maner afozeſaid with their ſpeares, were o⸗ 
uerth:owne and bꝛoken wich the ſhot of the quarels, and then 
the Earle charged the reſidue with a troupe ofhozilemen,and 
bare them downe with ſuch langhter, as they had not ſuſfet- 
— the like loſſe of people (as was thought) at ante time be⸗ 


After this the king bullded a ſtrong cattell within the Ile of 


Angleſey, and called the ſame Beumariſh : and ſo putting all OR 


things inquictneſle, and puniſhing ſach as had put to death Þuil 
Roger de Pueleſdon, he returned home with his armie. But 
Madoc within a while after leauieng an armie ofmen-came 
to Oſweſtrie,there the peoplepelded vnto him: and meeting 
with the lozd Strange with acompanie ol Marchers not farre 
from Knookine pt him, and ſpoiledhis countriemt- 
ſcrablie, and to:tlie after he gaue the Marchers another oner- 
th:ow.

into an iſſue ot great extremitie.theſaid Madoc came in, and 
ſubmitted himſelfe to the kings peace, and was receiued vpon 
condition, that he ſhould purſue Morgan till he had taken him 
and bꝛought him to the kings pꝛiſon: vhich was done, and ſo 
all things in thoſe parties were ſet in reſt and peace, and mas 
nie hoſtages of the chiefeſt of the nobilitie of Wales were deli⸗ 
uered to the king, cho ſent them todinerſecaſtels in England, 
vhere they were ſafelie kept almoſt to the end ol the warres 
that followed with Scotland,
